Having  called  and  obtained  peralsslon  to  visit,  I Intorviov/ed  Mr. 
i%|||p|  between  the  hours  of  10:g0  and  11! 45  A.M.  on  19  February 
1967 1 at  his  home,  MHMHMMii  ?t.,  Methuen,  Mass. 

To  support  the  rather  terse  answers  on  the  NICAP  Form,  the  foil  owl  ^ig 
inforr.atlon  was  offered! 

Mr.  driving  home  from  work  on  Route  93,  northbound  on  the 

17th  of  February,  1967.  Ha  is,  as  he  describes  himself,  ”a  creature 
of  hsbit”,  and  was  listening  to  his  usual  news  and  sports  programs  on 
the  car  radio,  therefore  he  was  able  to  pinpoint  the  time  of  sighting 
at  6! 55  P.M.,  plus  or  minus  one  minute.  As  ho  proceeded  along  Route 
93,  his  car  crested  a rise  in  the  road  and  he  saw  a bright  object 
ahead  vrnich  appeared  to  be  hanging  motionless  over  the  road.  Approach- 
ing, ha  took  his  foot  off  the  accelerator  and  allowed  his  vehicle  to 
slow  from  65  mph  to  about  50  mph.  Drawing  closer,  he  saw  v/hat  appeared 
to  be  a rectangle  of  extremely  bright  lights.  Still  closer,  he  could 
see  a bright  green  frame,  Veo-shaped,  extended  from  the  object,  and 
from  the  other  end  he  became  aware  of  a flashing  red  light  which  was 
evidently  shielded  so  that  it  was  not  visible  until  quite  close  to  the 
objeco.  The  UFO  was  completely  motionless,  hanging  over  Route  93. 
According  to  Mr.  Wtfggpf  the  size  of  it  was  such  that  if  it  v;ero  to 
land,  it  would  have  completely  blocked  the  Northbound  lane  of  93  and 
the  green  frame  would  have  extended  into  the  highway's  median  strip. 

Prompted  by  my  question  about  it's  light  intensity,  he  indicated  it 
was  as  bright  as  an  array  of  floodlights  like  those  used  with  home 
movie  cameras .. ."dazzling  brilliance".  He  Indicated  further  that  the 
highway  has  no  lighting  along  that  stretch  of  road,  but  the  object 
overhead  flood-lit  the  highway.  As  he  slowed  his  car  dov/n  to  about 
40-45  mph,  ho  opened  his  side  v/indow  and  put  his  head  part  wajf  out  of 
the  wir '.ow,  expecting  to  hear  the  sound  of  a hovering  helicopter,  but 
he  heard  no  sound  except  that  of  his  vehicle.  Being  an  employee  of 
an  air  freight  company,  ho  is  familiar  with  aircraft  types  and  sounds, 
and  ac  rhs  very  low  altitude  of  the  object,  he  would  have  clearly  heard 
a high  level  of  sound  if  it  were  a havering  helicopter.  He  Indicated 
that  the  object  was  as  large  or  larger  than  the  big  "Huey"  helicopters 
used  in  *iet  Nam.  Bcill  Intent  on  identifying  the  object  as  a 'copter, 
he  locked  for  a sign  of  a tall  rotor  on  the  green  "V”  frame,  but  saw 
nothing  chere.  At  this  point,  he  became  concerned  about  the  object's 
identify,  snd  admitted  that  he  wanted  to  pull  over  and  stop  to  invest- 
igate the  sighting,  but  was  suddenly  "a  little  afraid  of  the  thing".

He  attempted  to  look  up  at  the  lights  as  he  drove  under  them,  but  it 
was  nov;  directly  above  his  car  and  he  could  neither  see  nor  hear  it. 

Ho  drove  thru  the  brightly  lighted  stretch  of  road  under  the  UFO  and 
kept  looking  in  his  rear  view  mirrors.  After  passing  under  it,  and 
traveling  several  hundred  yards  up  the  highv/ay,  he  caught  sight  of  It 
In  his  Inside  rear  view  mirror.  The  flashing  red  light  was  more  pro- 
nounced on  the  north  side  of  the  object  than  it  was  on  the  approach 
from  the  soiith.

Mr*  wmp|*s  wife  was  present  at  the  interview,  but  she  busied 
herrelf  making  coffee  and  said  noting  about  the  incident,  not 
oven  offering  a comment.  Mr*  fHh|||||||^  appeared  to  be  a stable,  well- 
ed jus  oad  individual  whose  answers  and  comments  were  entirely  approp- 
riate to  the  subject  situation*  Summing  up,  he  is  a personable  type, 
a little  embarrassed  to  be  involved,  but  willing  to  cooperate  provid- 
ing his  name  is  not  released  to  any  news  media.  He  offered  tho 
info TT at  ion  that  he  had  never  paid  any  attention  to  UFO's,  but  upon 
hsln^  faced  with  a UrO  slj^ation,  he  felt  that  an  investigation  should 
b?  carried  on  to  find  out  what  is  going  on.  He  is  quite  derisive  of 
the  ”llt tie- green -men”  proponents,  and  the  reason  he  wants  no  publicity 
is  that  ho  is  afraid  of  being  placed  in  that  category  if  his  friends 
found  cut  that  he  initiated  a UPO  report.

dull-gray  disc  fluttered  dotun  from  it,  disappearing  in  the  dim  day-
